In my last letter I told you something about fuel. Vo have a house with 
6 rooms for which we bum a stove and 2 so-called ’slow combustion* hearths. One 
haarth, aoravoer, is connected with a radiator so that normally four mams can be 
heated* During the winter 1939-1940 we used 35 Hectoliter anthracite. Dow we 
have been given a ration card for 21 Hectoliter. Of this ’supply* one section was 




declared worthless right away, and after March 110 more tala was given though 

the card still bad 4 unused coupons! -la .April it was aot aeeessary to heat the

house, feat now/ is bitterly cold again. Spring is dry and sunny tbls year, feat 
since aaay months a exceedingly sold wind has been blowing. All in «H, we hare 
bad to do with IS hectoliter only— or less than half oar normal need. 

Consequently many people were ill with colds and rheumatics this 

winter— mainly through lack of heating at hose as well as ia workshops , factories

and shops, fe were told that the distribution of coil would fee continued through- 
out the summer, for next winter — but sow we here been informed that this will not 
happen either. Our neighbor wants both the coal and the railroad waggons too 
badly for himself! 

Maybe you know already that all lews mast hand in their radio sets. 

After the prohibition to visit cinema* s this decree — and also, ignite recently, 
that Jems are not to visit the Stock Exchange any more.
